The card at the top of the dis 
card pile is a queen, and North 
remembers that the card under the 
queen is a seven, That seven can- 
not be seen, because each discard 
is put down in guch a way as to 
cover the previous discards; but 
North can remember one card 
back.

North would like to pick that 
queen up, but he cannot do so, He 
must meld 50 points to meet the 
minimum count requirement, and 
all he can manage at this m ment 
is 45 points—30 points for the three

Notice that North would actually 
be able to meld four sevens if he 
picked up the discard pile, because 
he knows that the pile contains a 
seven. Nevertheless, North is per- 
mitted to count only the top dis- 
card and no other discard towards 

| his minimum count, 

Since North cannot pick up the 
discard pile he must draw the top 
ard of the stock. As it happens, he & 
draws a deuce 

Now the situation is changed, for 
North is now able to make a meld 
of at least 50 points—if he wishes 
to do so, For example, he might 
put down ace-ace-deuce, counting 
60 points. Or he might put down 
queen-queen-deuce together with 
the three sevens, counting 55 points 
altogether. Or he might even meid 
ace-ace-deuce and the three sevens, 
tounting 75 points 

North is not obliged to meld any 
thing at all, Actually, he doesn't 
meld at this time. He simply dis- 
cards one of his sevens! This is an 
advanced play, so we don't have 
o go into his reasons at this time 
We merely note that a_ player 
tioesn't have to meld if he doesnt 
want to

CALGARY—You could safely say that the dying 
man hung on grimly. That, even though most of the doc- 
tors had given up on him, he took a lot of killing in the end. 

And for a time there were encouraging signs that a 
specialist—in the form of a seventh game at Edmonton— 
might yet get a chance to put the patient back on his pins.

| Baby’s Milk, Utensils, 
Need Proper Cleansing 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
When a baby is fed on an artificial formula there are 

twin dangers to be met. The first is the use of an old or 
impure milk, the second is the use of feeding utensils and 
equipment which have not been properly cleansed and steri- 
lized. 
| Germs grow rapidly in a warm 
}medium like milk and all milk con- 
ltains some bacteria, But, not 
enough to be harmful to the child 
unless it is allowed to get warm 
and stay warm, thus causing an 
lenormous increase in the number 
of bacteria; or unless the feeding 
bottles and equipment are -un- 
clean and contaminate the milk, 

All pottles and nipples should be 
rinsed with cold water, immediate- 
ly after the baby finishes with 
them, and then must be washed 
jdaily with warm water, suds and 
rinsed and sterilized,
